“It will hardly be credited by our readers, : 


but it is-nevertheless a fact, that there are 
many Ship-masters, moro especially those 
in the -Conating ‘Trae, who know go little 
of the principle of signalling, that they are 
under the- impression that'in making @ sig- 
nal-it.is of uo consequence What flags are at 
the top, middle, ‘or bottom uf the hoist, so 
that all- the tags of the hoist are shown. 
‘In passing a Signal Station, the: flags indi- 
cating the ship’s name aud otticial number 
hy the Commercial Code are. often hoisted 
upside down, ar out of their proper order; 
and if the vessel ia not reported in. the 
Shippiny and Mercantile Gazette, aa expect- 
ed by the Mast<r, Owners, or Underwriters, 
complaints are made against the Officers of 
the Signal Stations for neislect of duty, 
when tho blame really~ rests upon the 
shoulders of the Shipmasters for making 
signals which could not .be understood. We 
have before us the statement of an Ofticer 
at one of our most important Signal Sta- 
tions, who says—‘'a great many: hoist 


stuall schioouer shows the'number of a large 
slip or barque;. that sdme vessels hoist 
their, flags upside down, and it has only 
been ‘by observing this carefully that the 
Officers at the Signal Stations have been 
able to report such vessels at all. “Lastly, 
it sometimes happend that, in light winds
